It warned, however, “Tt is the 
duty of the church to avoid an 
attitude which can bring about 


estrangement and to make 
every effort to improve the 
strained relations existing to- 
day. 

A report by two unidentified 
British churches said South 
Africa’s race policy may be 


right in principle but is wrong 
in practice. It said race ten- 
sion in South Africa is growing 
rapkily, heightened by “dis- 
criminatory treatment at pres- 
ent meted out to the natives.”

The 312,000 citizens of Naga- 
saki yesterday solemnly observ- 
ed the 13th anniversary of the 
atomic blast with a minute of

Over 2,000 persons attended a 
memorial service for the dead 
and the peace rally, held 10:30 


a.m. at the Peace Park in 
Nagasaki, the second city in the 
world to be ravaged by an 


atomic bomb. 

The function, sponsored by 
the city of Nagasaki, was at 
tended by several foreign dele- 
gates to the world conference 
against atomic and hydrogen 
bombs, opening in Tokyo, Tues- 
day. 

Participants at the memorial 
service and residents in the 
city observed a minute of 
silence at 11:02 a.m., the exact 
time when the bomb was 
dropped 13 years ago, and 
prayed for the repose of the 
souls of the dead. 

Church bells pealed = and 
sirens were sounded to signal 
the start of the prayer. 

Messages from Prime Minis- 
ter Nobusuke Kishi were then 
read at the memorial service. 

The function came to a close 
at 11:40 a.m. with the reading

War Atrocity 


BookBecomes 
Legal Issue 


One of 1957’s best-sellers in 
Japan, a book describing war- 
time atrocities committed by 
Japanese soldiers in China, cur- 
rently out of print reportedly 
because of rightist -pressure, is 
now the target of a legal dis- 
pute, 

Reprinting of the book in en- 
larged form with supplements, 
attempted by a group of former 
Japanese soldiers repatriated 
from the China continent, re- 
cently was ordered suspended 
by the Tokyo district court. 
The book had original'y been 
written by-»some of the mem- 
bers of the group. 

The interlocutory court in- 
junction to halt the publication 
and sale of the book, entitied 
“Invasion,” was issued on the 
basis of a complaint filed by 
the Kobunsha, a _ well-known 
Tokyo publishing firm. 

The ex-soldiers group, called 
the Liaison Council of Return- 
ees From China, is headed by 
Shuntaro Kunitomo. The group 
said Friday that it was still re- 
solved to publish the book, The 
council claimed it was receiving 
“all-out support” in this respect 
from many intellectuals, the 
Japan-China Amity Association, 
National Council for Restoration 
of Diplomatic Relations With 
(Communist) China, Japan 
Peace. Committee and Working 
Committee: for Memorial Servy- 
ices for Li®ad Chinese ‘War Pris- 
oners in Japan. 

The book, under its original 
title “Sanko (Three Lights),” 
was published by the Kobunsha 
publishing house in March last 
year, It soon became a best- 
seller with 50,000 copies sold in 
only half a month after its ap- 
pearance, 

The Kobunsha, however, sud- 
denly halted its publication the 
next month, reportedly after a 
certain rightist leader visited its 
office. The company was said 
to be a possible victim of a 
rightist pressure on the freedom 
of speech and publication. 

The returned soldiers group, 
after failing to get the company 
to continue publication of the 
book, reached agreement early 
last month with another Tokyo 
publisher, Shin Dokushosha, on 
joint reprinting of the book 
with a supplement. The re- 
printing of the book was set to 
be sold from Aug. 15, the 13th 
anniversary of the end of the 
Pacific War.

Thirty-four ex-prostitutes be- 
tween i7 and 49 are now stay- 
ing at the [Izumi-Ryo (Dormitors 
of Fountain) in Nerima on the 
outskirts of Tokyo. They seem 
happy and cheerful doing hand} 
erafts, cooking, sewing, mend- 
‘Ing and gardening just like ordi- 
nary housewilves. 

With no facial makeup end 
dressed in simple cotton cloth- 
ea some of them look like sim 
ple young housemaids from 
farming villages. Life at Izumi-. 
Ryo really a new life for 
them. Getting up at a certam 
time, eating regularly and going 
to bed sharp at 10 p.m. was 
something alien to them before 
thew care to this institution. 

The institution is under the 
supervision of the Rev. Fumio 
Fukatsu, one doctor, and five 
deaconesses of the Bethesda 
Deaconess House in Itabashi, 
Tokyo. Rev. Fukateu is an un. 
derstanding man with 
faith in his work.

Six-Point Remedial Measures Suggested to Tackle Present Slump 


A six-point proposal to boost 
world economy was announced 
July 19 by six business leaders and 
economic experts of Japan. 


The six men are Shigeo Horie, 
president of the Bank of Tokyo; 
Shoshiro Kudo, president of the 


Tokyo Metropolitan Citizens Bank; 
Yasutaro Niizeki, president of Dai- 
ichi Bussan; Hiromi Arisawa, 
honorary professor of Tokyo Uni- 
versity; Ichiro Nakayama, professor 
of Hitotsubeshi University: and 
Hidezo Inaba, board chairman for 
the Association for the Study of 
National Economy. 

The gist of the proposal was 
given in The Japan Times, dated 
July 2. Fuller details are repro- 
duced here because the contents of 
this proposal contain important 
suggestions on the present status 
and future of the economy of 
Japan and of the world.—Editor, 


The current trend of world 
economy is full of factors that 
could pose serious problems in 
the future. Our joint proposal 
in this connec- Raa 
tion is aimed a. aim 
further stabiliz-aim 
ing and pro 
moting the pros- 
perity of world 
economy.

The United Nations and its 
subordinate organs like the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank, GATT and the 
International Trade Charter 
(Havana Charter) played a big 
role in the rehabilitation and 
growth of world economy. 

The large scale foreign aid 
by the United States also 
provided an impetus for recov- 
ery of world economy. Dur- 
ing the period from the end of 
World War II to the end of 
December 1957, the United 
‘States gave away $63,100 mil- 
lion in foreign aid.

tional liquidity. The US. 
should understand the difficul- 
ties of the free nations and 
compiy with their urgent de- 
mands.

The U.S. is the only nation in 
the world capable of making a 
large contribution to the free 
nations in the way of direct aid 
to them, especially to the un- 
derdeveloped areas. There was 
a tendency for postwar U.S. as- 
sistance to be concentrated in 
West Europe and aid to under- 
developed areas was relatively 
small. 

In recent vears it has taken 
the form of military aid. Un- 
less the U.S. makes a drastic 
change in its aid policy we can- 
not hope for economic stabiliza- 
tion of underdeveloped areas, 
especially Southeast Asia.

The U.S. domestic demand for 
the products of these  in- 
efficient industries can then be 
directed to foreign countries 
where the particular products 
are manufactured more efficient- 
ly. It is hoped the U.S. will 
realize that the unbalanced 
economy of the world can be 
remedied by introducing an in- 
ternational division of labor. 

6 A world economic confer- 
ence, 

We propose that the United 
Nations convene a world confer- 
ence to discuss the fundamental 
problems of international econ- 
omy with a view to overcom- 
ing the current worldwide de- 
pression. One of the important 
items on the agenda of this 
meeting would be the planning 
and distribution of productive 
activities among the advanced 
and newly developing nations 
of the world. If these plans are 
effectively executed they will 
doubtiess contribute to the stab- 
ilization of raw material prices, 
The conference could be initiat- 
ed and managed by principal 
nations of the Free World and 
thereafter invite Communist 
nations to participate, As the 
conference gets on to a success- 
ful start, it should be held regu- 
larivy once a vear in order to put 
into effect the cooperative plans. 

The proposals for internation- 
al cooperation made above are 
centered around the free nations 
of the world, but this does not 
mean that the Communist na- 
tions should be disregarded, 
The free nations should have 
economic interchange with the 
Communist nations ‘and vice 
versa. We believe that peace- 
ful coexistence should take the 
form of economic interchange 
between the two camps in line 
with mutual interests.

That 
building has qualities which 
certainiy ought to be preserv- 
ed. 

Perhaps it could be moderniz- 
ed by the right architect in the 
spirit of the original, to make it 
more suitable for present needs. 
At present, it is like a once- 
resplendent, glittering woman 
of society, grown to be an old 
dowager, sitting disconsolately 
among the massive elephantine 
concrete new-rich structures 
that have crowded around her, 
The old dowager needs dres> 
ing up, but her inner organs 
are still functioning. 

By any measure of aesthetic 
comparison, the newest addi- 
tion to the Imperial is archi- 
tecturally undistinguished, It is 
notable, perhaps, for sheer size 
and bulk. It will not even bear 
comparison, for instance, with 
the new Osaka Grand Hotel for 
imaginative fenestration and 
skillful use of materials, 

True, it does have soundproof 
rooms, television, air condition- 
ing, and such-like, which we 
have come to take for. granted 
in a new building (not to 
speak of foundations which are 
destined to become famous, 
solely because they reach down 
to bedrock!). 

It is for its esthetic qualities 
that a building speaks to the 
public mind and. heart. We do 
mot think of air conditioning 
or acoustic qualities when we 
think of Chartres Cathedral. 
There is something of this 
grand old* quality of real ar- 
chitecture about the Old Ime 
perial; it has style: it is unique; 
it should not be thrown on the 
rubbish heap.
